A Latter from Clara Kartvn. 

Wahminoton, June 31.— A. B. Solo- 
mens, viiv president of the National Ked 
('ross associutiou, haa rectuved a letter 
from Miss Clara Barton, the preaidentk 
dat«d Wednesday from Johnatown, Pla., 
iu which she says : 

"In regard to sending more supplies 
here I should not like to take the re- 
siMiusibility of checking the (low of 
cliiirity in this direction. The troubled 
are yet too fresh. The atrickon people 
live in houses not their own, dozens in 
a room. The clothing they receive can t 
be washed, for lack of conveniences and 
must be lost and replaeed many times 
before they are in amtable homes for its 
preservation. The boonty of the people 
seems to have been unmeasured, but the 
need also was meaaoreleaa. 

"Relating to the aolioii of a womau's 
hospital as a branch sr MUMX to the Red 
Cross, this mi^^t be very well eonaid- 
ered if the BesMHMek for a hoapltal 
should increaae.' At preaent the Bed 
Cross Ints a new, flne hospital of ita 
own, whioh seems to oover all the neoea- 
aitiea really in the oity. Ita plans are 
ample sad iig ait* beaatifiilly ohoaen. 
The nedioal foroe preaent In ample 
for the needs. There are exoellent la- 
dies here as physioiaiui and nnraea. and 
these are employed in relieving tte 
physical needa of the people. There 
setMiiH to be good ffroond for reasonable 
hope that the healu of ^e city may be 
maintained, but if by any misforTOne 
this should fail, and thoe should be 
need of more medical Mrvice than ia 
alrcAdy here, I am anre the Bed Oroas 
with one aoooird would be the flrat to 
sound the note of warning, and call for 
help from any field regaraleM ol Mot 
or sex."

resptmsible. Timothy iadetul, likewise 
buried. For three years a stately shaft 
has adomeil hia mound. Burke, the 
Wiiinijieg susiHwt, was present at its 
dedication, and it was by nnnius of a 
photogiapli taken on the spot that he 
was iieunfied as the mysterious Will- 
iama by the wune witnesses that a week 
ago were confident that Maroney, then 
incarcerated in New York, was the man 
wanted. The testimouy of the other 
witnesses waa of a routine character. 

A Herald dispatch from WinniiN'g 
laya thatthnm^ a felt hat and other 
artiolea found in hia valise Burke was 
identified at 9p. m. aa the man wanteil 
in Chicago. He waa at onoe hundcuffeil 
and trannerred from the police station 
to the provincial jail in the regular iio- 
liee van, a warrant for hia arrest ou the 
charge of murder being awom out be- 
fore Judge Bamea. Ckuuns awoi-e that 
the facta would warrant the prisoner's 
extraditimi. and he waa remanded. He 
appears broken down and aoared, audit 
is iielieved in Winnipeg that he will 
make a oonfeasion before he retuma to 
the statea. 

Rumors are current that Ice Man Snl- 
livaa ia on the eve of a confession. He 
haa made a reouest that he should lie re- 
moved to the boy's Quarters of the jail, 
an isolated portion of the building, and 
it WHS gi-anttnL The jail oHieials believe 
tliat this move is i)repamtoiy to a 
"squeal" ami that the prisoner will un- 
bosom himst^lf before many hours.

THE n OBJECTS EXPLAINEOt 

The Patrtotio Order of sdhh i.f .Xmerlea 
Mfike a StRlement to tin- riibllc. 

Washinoton, June 21.- The Patriotio 
Order of Sons of America has piepared 
a long rtatement for the press, explana- 
toiy (if t!ie bailge incident at Wednes- 
day's Wliifi' llouse reception. In a 
series of art ides they set foi th the oli- 
jects of the order, and in conclusiou 
they say ; 

'We call esjiecial attention of those 
reporters who have styled us as ivnow- 
Nothings' and ■anti-( 'atludics, to arti- 
cle 5, in which 'wo irordiully welcome 
all foreigners who come to this conntrv 
with the earnest desire of becoiniug 
loyal Aiuei icau citizens, ' and we (]uot<s 
from our otlieial expose: "We havo no 
(quarrel with any man on aceonnt of iia- 
tionalify or re'igion, Ijiit ne wish to ao« 
cord e(|ual justice to all •\merican citi- 
seus. ' 

"The article from the address of our 
National president, so extensively ipio- 
ted, renuiii's uo ajiology and this order 
in National convention assembled nn- 
liesitatiiigly declares tiiere is no room 
infills ie;iiililican government for auy 
organi/atioM under wIiuIshmm- name, 
wlii('li n.d\c)C;ites and prin t ic s niuriler 
and assassination, and we i>elieve that 
e\erv intelligeut citizen. nafi\enrfor- 
eigu Imhu, will) has read the evidence 
presented to the coroner s jui \ of Chi- 
cago reliifi\e tt) the Crouin murder, has 
felt this to l)e true, and thai flicir exist- 
ence is a constuut nieniKU! to our gov- 
ernment. 

"The budge incident sensational char- 
acterized as 'Burchordism ' is a misrep- 
resentation. The reception by the pres- 
ident was cordial and gratifying to the 
members of this order, and the fact that 
he has promised, if in the city, to re- 
view our parade, is evidence that no ill* 
feeling luut been generated b«>t\Neeu the 
members of this order and country's 
chief executive. "
